fears of oil supply disruptions that 
could dampen economic growth. 

Gold and silver prices rose as inves- 
tors parked their money in precious 
metals investments that are often 
used as hedges against political and 
economic instability. Precious met- 
als fell earlier this year as investors 
started moving money back in the 
stock market, but the unpredictable 
global situation has made them attrac- 
tive again. 

"It's a haven," said George Gero, 
senior vice president for RBC Wealth 
Management in New York "What's driv- 
ing them into gold are instability fears, 
politically and economically. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke told Congress Tuesday that 
a prolonged rise in oil prices would 
hurt the U.S. economy, although he 
said runaway inflation is LJnlikf?ly. Trad- 
ers also see a possible government 
shutdown looming in Washington as 
Congress and President Obama dis- 
agree on budget issues. 

Taken tvgether, metals look like a 
better investment than stocks or even 
the dollar, Gero said. The demand for 
safety should keep gold prices between 
$1,400 and $1,450 an ounce for the 
near future, he said.
